Rhee contends the Czech and 
Polish members who serve on the 
truce teams with Swiss and 
Swedes are spies. After eight 
of violence in which 44 
American soldiers and 100 Ko- 
reans were injured, demonstra- 
tions tapered off only yesterdays 
in five South Korean cities

Holds U.S. Responsible. 

Chou En-lai, speaking at a 
reception in Peiping, likewise 
called for a Far East conference 
on Korea, upheld the _ truce 
teams, and said “the United 
States ... especially has an in- 
escapable responsibility” to de- 
fend the truce teams against 
South Korean attack. 

Chou revived the _ standing 
ted Chinese proposal that all 
foreign troops ‘eave Korea. 

He charged that just when 
“world tension has been eased 
to a certain extent” Rhee's gov- 
ernment had demanded with- 
drawal of the truce teams and 
“openly expressed” its intention 
to seize the city of Kaesong and 
the Ongjin peninsula. 

Marshal Kim, who customarily 
refers to the South Korean gov- 
ernment as the “Rhee gang- 
sters,”” adopted an unusually 
mild tone. 

H® proposed reducing armies 
in both north and south “to 
the minimum” and spending the 
money and using the manpower 
thus freed for “peaceful con- 
Struction.” Then he called for 
“efforts to arrange the speedy 
convening of a conference of 
representatives of the South and 
North Korean governments to 
discuss the question of Korea's 
unification.”

Most Iowa newspapers which com- 
ment editorially concluded that a lot of 
good resulted from the visit of the 
Soviet farm delegation to Iowa 

There were, of course, exceptions. A 


few Iowa newspapers were genuinely 
disturbed by the visit 
But by and large Iowa newspapers 


saw the visit, and the trip to Russia by 
an American delegation, as important 
steps toward the relaxation of East-West 
tensions 

Several papers took a view simiiar to 
the one expressed in the Oskaloosa 
Daily Herald 

“If the Russian officials are robots 
controlled by the Kremlin, they let their 
hair down and did a lot of talking dur- 
ing their stay in the state. 

“They have indicated some sweeping 
changes will be made in the Soviet farm 
program after they return to Russia 

“Thev frankly declared surprise over 
the efficiency of the American 
family, over the free exchange of farm 
news, over the constant flow of informa- 
tion on agricultural advances to the 
press, farm publications and groups.” 

Several other papers viewed the Rus- 
sian visit as the first sign of the crum- 
bling of the Iron Curtain. 


Visits Should Be Repeated 


The Washington Evening Journal not- 
ed (as did many Iowa papers) that the 
delegation was not composed of horny- 
handed men of the soil, although they 
did seem to be “farmers at heart.” 

The Jefferson Bee had no illusions 
about the effect of the visit to lowa on 
the Russians’ economic ideas, but never- 
theless ‘“‘We think ihe. visit one which 
can make a positive contribution to 
world peace. It is the type of thing 
which should be repeated and repeated 
again and again until mutual acquaint- 
ances and understanding have made 
war unthinkable.” 

A number of newspapers. including 
some which welcomed the Russians to 
Iowa and practically all of those which 
were cool to the visit, commented on the 
inabilitv or unwillingness of the Soviet 
delegation to understand the “secret” 
of American agricultural production— 
the incentive of private gain, 

The Atlantic News-Tclegram, however, 
thought the Russians might catch on: 

“We do not anticipate that the. Rus- 
sian agricultural leaders touring lowa 
will learn much about the technical part 
of Iowa farming operations, but one 
thing they should learn because it can 
be observed ‘everywhere they go. 

“That is that far fewer men can take 
care of far fewer acres and produce more 
food in lowa than is the case in Russia. 

“Some of that difference is of course 
due to the mechanization of United 
States farms. But a major part is que to 
the superior efficiency of United States 
farm operators as compared to farm 
operators in Russia. 


‘Farmer Working for Himself 


_, “Some more of it is due to the fact 
that the United States farmer is working 
for himself, not for the government un- 
der some political party hack who at- 
tempts to combine a political program 
with his farming plans. 

“If the Russians learn that much and 
put their learning into practice when 
they get home. they will help their coun- 
try a great deal.” 

The Charles City Press, 
commented that: 

“The only thing the Russians were 
unable to accept apparently was the 
freedom under which the American 
farmer operates. This is understandable. 

“To accept the premise would be the 
same as admitting that Russian Com- 
munism was inferior to the AYMerican 
system of representative government 
and free enterprise in business and 
farming.” 

The Oelwein Register was one paper

tural installations we editorialized 
that we thought tt was unwise and 
short-sighted 
“We sensed that the weakest link in 
the Soviet iron chain of strefgth was its 
agricultural production. Were we wise 
to show them American Know-how thus 
helping them pass us in another field? 
“Now we believe we were wrong 
“The exchange of visits by Russians 
and. Americans. coming simultaneous! 
with the summit conference at Geneva 
... has been well timed and we believe 
will go a long way to (1) show a group 
of Russian people the advantages of our 
republican form of government at work, 
(2) reveal the advantages of free enter- 
prise, incentive and private ownership, 
(3) show the world our willingness to 
show our knowledge, further convincing 
other nations that we are not imperial- 
istic nor warmongers.” 


Crutch for a Pernicious Svstem 


The undeniable fact that the agricul- 
tural delegation was not made up of 
actual farmers in the American sense 
prompted the heaviest and most consist 
ent criticism of their visit here. The 
Mason City Globe-Gazectte deplored the 
visit of the delegation and Said 

“Our feeling is that any help given to 
world Communism in such a project as 
this is a crutch for a pernicious econom 
ic and political system which ought to 
be dealt with as such 

“Iowa visitors have been party politi- 
cos, full-flowered bureaucrats represent 
ing their bosses in the Kremlin, not the 
downtrodden peasants of Russia 

“Those peasants would be best served 
if the tyranny which afflicts them as 
brutally as the czaristic despotism which 
it replaced were allowed to expire.” 

The Sioux City Journal took a similar 


position 
“It is obvious that the Kremlin has 
full control over the visitors. Virtually, 


all of them are im-government jobs 

“And we cannot visualize Communist 
party faithfuls returning to Russia to 
make public statements about what thev 
Saw over here or giving a true picture of 
American agriculture.” 


Ordinary People Can Get Along 


The Mitchell County Press of Osage 
said 

“Frankly we are scared. We believe 
that the situation is fraught with dan- 

er. 

“The Russians are presenting a totally 
new and different face to the peoples of 
the Western world. The Russian gov 
ernment is now the champion of relaxa- 
tion.” 

But most Iowa newspapers inclined 
to the view of the Centerville lowegian 
that the Russian visit proved the com- 
patability of individual people 

“It's not ordinary people that 
get along,” mused the lJowegian. 

“The Russian delegation and the Iowa 
people are hitting it off swell. 

“We like them—and they seem to like 
us. What applies to people—could 
apply to governments.”

Holohan’s unit carried about 
$12,000 in cash and radio equip- 
ment to direct air drops of 
United States arms to the bands 
of partisans. He was reported 
lost in a skirmish and was con- 
sidered a casualty of war until 
1949, when his body was found 
in a weighted sleeping bag at 
the bottom of Lake Orta, with 
two bullet holes through the 
head. 

Italian authorities began an 
investigation, which soon pro- 
duced statements from two Ital- 
ian members of Holohan’s OSS 
team he had been murdered by 
his own men. 

At a trial in November 1958, 
an Italian court held that the 
murder was planned by two 
Americans — former Lt. Aldo 
Icardi of Pittsburgh and former 
Sot. Carl Lo Dolce of Rochester, 
N.Y. 
It: 
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ily tried to extradite the two 
men but United States courts 
ruled they could not be forced 
to leave this country. The Italian 
court sentenced them, in absen- 
tia, to long prison terms. 

Because of a loophole in the 
law that existed during World 
War II, but has since been 
plugged, it is apparently impos- 
sible to bring Icardi and Lo 
Dolce to trial on murder charges 
in any United States court, civil 
or military. Civil courts do not 
have jurisdiction because the 
crime was committed in Italy. 
Military courts are powerless 
because the two men were given 
honorable discharges at the end 
of the war. (If a similar case 
came up now, the military would 
have authority, under _ recent- 
ly enacted uniform code of mil- 
itary justice, to bring them back 
into uniform for court-martial.) 
Two Years’ Study. 


For two years, Justice Depart- 
ment attorneys have been study- 
ing their lawbooks looking for 
a way around this impasse. Now 
they think they’ve found it. 
They would not discuss their 
strategy in advance of the grand 
jury hearings. 

Some of the Italian witnesses 
told reporters, before their de- 
parture from Milan Tuesday, 
that United States agents who 
questioned them seemed to be 
“interested in the political back- 
ground” of Holohan’s violent 
death. 

They referred to charges that 
Holohan, a devout Roman Cath- 
olic, had sharp differences with 
Icardi over the way in which 
air-dropped United States arms 
should be distributed among 
Communist and non-Communist 
partisan bands fighting the Ger- 
mans in northern Italy. 

Icardi, testifying before a/| 
House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee. which investigated the 
Holohan case on March 26, 1953, 
flatly denied any part in the 
killing. He also denied any ef- 
fort to get a disproportionate 
share of arms for Communist 
partisans, 

Icardi stuck by the story he 
has told from the start—that 
Holohan was lost in a skirmish 
with enemy troops who suddenly 
attacked the OSS mission. 

Legal experts said the Gov- 
vernment might seek to bring 
perjury charges against Icardi 
on the basis of his 1953 testi- 
mony before the house sub- 
committee.

You and Your Mother-in-Law 


Husband's Folks as Grandparents 


Here Are Some Rules for Helping to Get Along With Them 


By Lee Graham 


Third and finat chapter in a 
series on one’ of the toughest 
problems of family life: The in- 
laws. From the book, “If You 
Are a Woman,” published by 
Thomas Y. Crowell Co. 

NEW baby makes changes 
A‘ the attitude of in-laws. 

The indifferent father-in-law 
suddenly has a light in his eyes. 
He is eminently proud if his 
daughter-in-law gives birth to a 
son so that the family surname 
can carry on for another gen- 
eration. This inclines him to 
make elaborate plans for the 
bov's future. He {nvariably savs, 
“I'll make a real man out of him 
by the time he grows up. Just 
leave him to me.” 

If he is presented with a 
granddaughter, he may not swell 
with as much pride but he is 
soon melted by her little-girl 
charms, looks for every pretext 
to visit her. But he seldom 
forces his suggestions or atten- 
tions. He leaves the meddling to 
his wife. 

So it is the mother-in-law, 
now turned grandmother, who 
is more likely to create tension. 
Does her new role change her 


for the better? That depends on 
her reaction to her son becom- 
ing a fathe 

She may see the birth of her 
grandchild as a sign of her own 


destruction-——an inexorable proof 
that she is a finished, out-dated 
individual! This is a neurotic 
reaction, to be sure, but it does 
occur 

Mixed with it {s the mother- 
In-laws fear that her son's 
fatherhood will smash the final 
link in the chain that bound 
him to her. How can he ever be 
her little boy again, she asks 
herself sadly, now that he has 
his own child? 

The grandmother, of course, 
may display her rejection less 
subtiv. She may say flatly, “I'm 
Sure thev're very sweet children 
But I get nervous when I'm

She experiences an upsurge of 


vouthfulness. The birth of her 
grandchild is her renascence. In 
her enthrallment, she switches 
her attention from her son and 
his wife to their child. That, of 
course, removes some of the 
pressure which was being put 
on them. 


But there may be one stumbl- 


{ng block in this improved state 
of affairs. The mother-in-law 
may be so intense in her devo- 
tion to the baby that it upsets 
the daughter-in-law. The real 
mother feels as if she were be- 
ing robbed of full possession. 
She also feel that her baby is 
being spoiled, which is further 
cause for resentment. 


If you are in this predica- 
ment, stop for a moment and 
analyze your resentment. Are 
you thinking of your child or 
are you thinking of yourself? 

Are you _Jjealous of your 
mother-in-law because of the 
affection she elicits from your 
child? Or do you honestly be- 
lieve that too much love and 
indulgence will harm the baby? 
If it is the former, recognize 
your objection for what it is— 
jealousy. No child was ®ver 
damaged by too much love, pro- 
viding the love did not spring 
from possessiveness or a feeling 
of guilt. 

oe, te 
ERE are five practical sug- 
H zestions that may help you 
in your problems: 

1. Let your in-laws play a 
reasonable part in your family 
life. Ask them for advice occa- 
sionally. Make them feel wel- 
come during visits which should 
be prearranged. Don’t give them 
the impression that they're use- 
ful only when it comes to baby- 
sitting. 

2. Treat your in-laws with the 
same consideration and courtesy 
you would extend to your 
friends. When you invite them 
to dinner, for example, be just 
as careful in your preparations 
and as gracious in your hos- 
pitality. 

3. Divide your time. equally 
between “both sets of in-laws if 
they both live within faifly short 
distance. Don't give either side 
a chance to complain that you 
are more concerned with one 
than the other. Don’t ask your 
mate to do something for your 
people that. he wouldn't do for 
his. 

4. Be as thoughtful as you 
can in the little ways—like re- 
membering your in-laws on 
sentimental occasions, Celebrate 
birthdays and anniversaries with 
cards, gifts and parties. 

5. When relations between 
your in-laws and you are very 
difficult, despite your sincere 
efforts, a two-word rule which 
sums up a whole technique for 
handling is: distance helps.

Asbestos Shingles. 


SBESTOS shingles, in case 
Apo are interested, are made 

out of portland cement and 
asbestos. They make a fine mate- 
rial for roofs and for sidewalls 
because they don’t burn, don't 
rot and aren't bothered by in- 
sects. Also, they will last almost 
indefinitely without much in the 
way of upkeep. 

Asbestos shingles are sort of 
brittle and therefore you've got 
to be careful not to bump them. 
When you want to drive a nail 
through them to fasten some- 
thing to the wall or to refasten 
a loose shingle, first drill a hole 
through the shingle and then 
drive the nail through this hole. 
Be careful not to strike the 
shingle with the hammer. 

Surface dirt on asbestos shin- 
gles can often be removed by 


just brushing with ‘a stiff brush. 
Plain water will also remove a 
lot of the dirt. When the shingles 
become very soiled there are 
special asbestos shingle cleaning 
compounds available. 

Many people with asbestos 
shingle on the sidewalls of their 
homes don’t know that these 
shingles can be painted. They 
don't require paint for protec- 
tion but if they become badly 
stained or if you wish to change 
their color you simply give them 
a coat of paint.

CARMEL, Calif. 
HE DEL MONTE EXPRESS is a cozy little train run- 
T ning between Monterey and San Francisco. It leaves 
Monterey at 7.25 in the cool gray mornings, runs along 
the bay and out into the sun between the lettuce and arti- 
choke fields and along the 
still inlets where the big 
white cranes walk on stilts 
and pick up a morning 
frog for breakfast.

THE CLUB CAR in that time was run by Oliver Millett 
who was the porter.

W. David Sievers Never Got to Be Hero, but He's Happy Teaching and Writing About Stage

LONG BEACH, Calif... 
Aug. 16. 

IEDER D. SIEVERS had a 
W secret and told it to every 

director he met. He yearned 
to play the suave and dashing 
Lothario who whisks the lovely 
ingenue from beneath the fall- 
ing final curtain to the nearest 
altar. 

But from the moment Wieder 
beran to act in high school and 
college productions in his na- 
tive St. Louis, he was frustrated. 
The other fellow always got the 
girl. By the time Wieder was 
on the professional stage, his 
ego knocked lower than the 
footlights by the character bit 
parts he was assigned. 

Enter now the highly respect- 
ed analyst of the drama, Prof. 
W. David Sievers (yes, they're 
closely related) of Long Beach 
(Calif.) State College, whose 
book, “Freud on Broadway,” has 
been highly commended by crit- 
ics as a brilliant study of the 
impact of Freud on the Amer- 
ican theater. 

As an astute student of Freud, 


‘Prof. Sievers can well under- 


stand the hidden emotional 
springs that first impelled young 
Wieder to strive to be the hero- 
lover in the glittering world of 
make-believe. If his understand- 
ing has a touch of sympathy in 
it perhaps he can be forgiven, 
for as you may have surmised, 
Prof. W. David Sievers and 
Wieder D. Sievers are one and 
the same. 


It may not be wholly accur- 
ate to say they are precisely the 
same. Gone is the frustration. 
Gone, along with a portion of 
hair, is his floored ego. What 
hair he has left is a healthy 
sandy hue, and what ego he has 
left is equally healthy in an un- 
obtrusive sort of way. For Siev- 
ers today is director of drama at 
the university, a position thet 
gives him tremendous satisfac- 
tion in inspiring others to act 
well —including husky college 
football players in Romeo roles. 

Born in St, Louis 35 years ago, 
the son of Attorney Samuel 
Sievers and Pauline Sievers, who 
for many years acted in Little 
Theater plays, Sievers was never 
overly fond of his first given

name, Wieder — family name, 
after his great-aunt, Rose Wieder. 
The combination of Wieder and 
Sievers was too much for most 
people. 

“I always became Wheeler, 
Weever and Wheezer Sievers,” 
he recalls. “Wheezer was the 
most appropriate because Il 
usually had asthma.” 

Things got out of hand. one 
day when he given a mumbling 
introduction to someone who 
misunderstood the name and 
shouted: “What! Julius Caesar?!!” 
From then on the Wieder was 
demoted to pale W., and David 
Sievers came into his own. The 
new front, however, didn’t fool 
the allergies that continued to 
follow him around. Coughs and 
colds forced him to spend an 
occasional winter in Arizona or 
Florida, but he managed to at- 
tend Soldan High most of the 
time.

T was from watching his ver- 
| satite mother perform that 

David first thrilled to the thea- 
ter and knew he had to become 
part of it. At Soldan he played 
character parts in school plays— 
“crepe hair parts,” he explains 
now, referring to old man roles 
in which crepe became beards 
and mustaches. At 16, he was 
overjoyed to win a part in the 
Little Theater’s production of 
“Winterset,” in which his moth- 
er was the peddler woman and 
David, of course, was a bewbisk- 
ered old patriarch. 

F. Cowles Strickland, then di- 
rector of the Little Theater and 
at present director of drama at 
Stanford University at Palo Alto, 
Calif., encouraged Sievers to 
make the theater his lifelong 
work. Strickland, Sievers recalls, 
also was the source of inspira- 
tion to many others whom he 
directed, including Marvin Miller 
and Mary Wickes, both now in 
Hollywood; Sarah Selby, who 
was in “East of Eden”; Harriet 
Foote, who became Julie Stevens 
of radio soap operas, and Kath- 
erine Cravens, radio personality. 

While still in high school, and 
later as a freshman at Washing- 
ton University, Sievers became 
active in radio. Among other 
things he participated in a pro- 
gram called “Old St. Louis” over 
Station KSD, often doing dialect 
parts, as in portraying early 
French settlers. He also became

active in college dramatics. Once 
he was given a part for which 
he began rehearsing at home. 

He powdered his hair to make 
it look gray, bent over in a low 
stoop, clutched a cane and said 
his lines in a quavering voice. 
This went on for a time until 
his father, looking up from his 
newspaper, asked David how 
old he was supposed to be. 


“Fifty-five,” David told him. 
“Fifty-five!” exclaimed his 
father, “why I'm fifty-five! Do 


I look like that?” 

Considerably chagrined, David 
tossed away the cane, stood up 
straight as ramrod and spoke 
his lines, then and later on the 
stage, with manly zest.

FTER finishing his first year 
Ae Washington University, he 

transferred to the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, 
where he cast his lot in with the 
Carolina Playmakers and had to 
learn to act without any shoes, 
since many of the plays dealt 
with folk drama. By the time he 
graduated with a major in 
drama. in 1940, he had tough 
soles and a Phi Beta Kappa key. 

He was certain he wanted to 
be an actor, and he still longed 
to play the male lead in a play 
—any old play. But no one be- 
sieged him with professional of- 
fers, so he took work as a radio 
announcer in Goldsboro, N.C. In 
his spare time he directed some 
plays for the local Thespians, 
and it was his custom to hold 
post-play “critiques” at which 
he invited open and blunt criti- 
cism. At one of these sessions a 
tall, beautiful blonde arose and 
sharply criticized Sievers’s han- 
dling of one scene. Her name 
was Lucy Le Roy and she was 
a schoolteacher. 

“She was right about that 
scene,” Sievers laughs. “I was so 
impressed that I decided to try 
playing the romanticist in real 
life instead of on the stage.” 

It took nearly a year, but they 
were married in the spring of 
1941 and have three children; 
Roy, nine, Donna Rose, six; and 
Sandra Louise, four. 

From Goldsboro, David went 
to the Dramatic Workship of 
the New School for Social Re- 
search in New York, again at the 
suggestion of his stage mentor, 
Strickland. -There he had the 
advantage of working and acting 
with many European refugee ac-

To get his doctorate in philo- 
sophy, Sievers decided to go to 
the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. This, too, is in Los 
Angeles, but sections of the city 
can be as much as 20 or 40 
miles apart, and Sievers for 
awhile would teach until noon 
at U.C.L.A. and eat his lunch, 
consisting of a sandwich, while 
driving hastily across town to 
the seminars at U.S.C. He lost 
weight temporarily but gained 
a degree permanently. 

When an opening developed 
at Long Beach he took over as 
director of dramatics and was 
instrumental in getting authori- 
ties to build a modern building 
complete with work rooms, 
sound control equipment and a 
theater. Meanwhile Sievers took 
time to complete his book on 
Freud and the theater, a work 
that has so impressed some 
critics, like George Freedley of 
the New York Morning Tele- 
graph, that they urge playgoers 
not to see such hits as “Cat on 
a Hot Tin Roof,” by Tennessee 
Williams, without also reading 
the Sievers book. 


Sievers is happy about the 
book, and happy about his job. 
He feels that all of his past ex- 
periences, however frustrating 
they may have seemed at the 
time, proved to be valuable in 
preparing him for his present 
teaching post. He no longer 
covets the lover role.

Since North had not been able 
to make any stronger response 
than the single raise, slam possi- 
bilities were remote, of course, 
but South had nothing to lose by 
trying, which he did via the bid 
of his second suit. 

There was no reason for West 
to feel optimistic about beating 
four spades in view of his own 
anemic holding and his part- 
ner’s passes, so, despite the dia- 
mond bid at his right, West 
opened his singleton. It turned 
out to be a very wise move. East 
won with the diamond ace and 
returned the 10, which West 
ruffed. Now, sure there was no 
hope of finding East with anoth- 
er ace, West boldly underled his 
own ace of hearts—and South 
fell. He considered putting -up 
the king, but his final decision 
was to let the lead ride to his 
own 10-spot. East took the trick 
with the. queen and returned 
another diamond. West's second 
ruff defeated the contract, and 
his heart ace increased the 
penalty. 

Granting that South was une 
fortunate at the start, his duck 
of West's heart lead at Trick 3 
was nonetheless’ inexcusable. 
Aside from the fact that when 
two aces are missing it is usual- 
ly wise to play each defender 
for one of them; in this case it 
was mandatory to put up the 
heart king from dummy. The 
sole point was to make it as 
difficult as possible for East to 
get in again for another dia- 
mond return, and obviously, 
there was more chance that he 
would be shut out by the play 
of the heart king than by a 
lower card. If Fast had the 
heart ace, declarer was helpless.

10 Years of Marriage on the Run

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 16. 
EN years of marriage for 
T deborah Kerr’ and Tony 
Bartley are convincing some 
doubting Thomases in Holly- 
wood that two people can make
